NIGHTMARES 
Some years ago the comic pages 
of our papers displayed the amus­ 
ing and highly imaginative adven­ 
tures of a boy named Nemo. 
Nemo would go through many ex­ 
periences, not a few of which were 
in the nature of nightmares, or night 
terrors, and the last box in the series 
would show Nemo waking from his 
dreams while his parents chided 
him for having eaten welsh rarebit. 
Popular fancy, not without some 
warrant 
ascribes 
nightmares 
to 
late suppers made up of indigestible 
food 
Modern psychology, however, has 
added to the probable causes of dis­ 
turbing dreams a number of other 
factors, some of which are purely 
psychologic. 
The mental mechanism, relieved 
from the restraints and counterbal­ 
ancing impressions received in the 
wakeful state, runs riot, so to say, 
during sleep, and experiences the 
very conditions or others similar to 
those the individual fears. 
Adults so affected require the 
help of an understanding physician, 
and in the more serious conditions, 
treatment by a trained specialist, a 
psychiatrist. 
In children night terrors may be 
caused by irritating physical dis­ 
abilities, such as enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids, constipation, intesti­ 
nal parasites (worms), or dietary 
defects. 
Not uncommonly, however, the 
night terror represents the child's 
elaboration of an actual and fright­ 
ening experience. 
It may be that the child has been 
attacked or hurt by some animal or 
has witnessed some painful experi­ 
ence undergone by another. 
Death, birth, sex and things the 
discussion of which adults borbid, 
or studiously avoid, ofteh mystify 
children and their secret pursuit of 
these subjects gives rise in the mind 
of the child to disturbing thoughts 
and fancies. 
Children affected with night ter­ 
rors should be encouraged to dis­ 
cuss them. 
A clue to their cause 
may thus be found. Stubborn cases 
require close and expert study.

NO EPIDEMIC 
OF PARALYSIS 


Stale 
Declares 
Disease 
Is 
Isolated To Four 
Counties. 


Harrisburg, Oct. 13 (AP)—With 
the 
exception 
of 
four 
counties, 
Pennsylvania has been remarkably 
free from the epidemic of infan­ 
tile paralysis which has swept New 
York, New Jersey, New England and 
some of the middle western states, 
the state department of health re­ 
ported Sunday. 
Up to October I of this wear 191 
cases had been reported In Penn­ 
sylvania, as compared with 107 in 
the same period in 1930, but these 
cases were reported for the most 
part from 
Northampton, 
Carbon, 
Luzerne 
and 
Lycoming counties. 
Lycoming county reports were near­ 
ly all from Williamsport. 
Dr. J. Moore Campbell, head of 
the department’s bureau of com­ 
municable diseases, said more than 
200 cases a year is considered by 
the department to be above normal 
and that the present year will be a 
trifle above normal but not enough 
to be alarming. 
Thirty-six cases were reported in 
July as compared with twenty-nine 
in July of last year; 
thirty-four 
were reported in August, as com­ 
pared with forty-two in August, 
1930, and 121 were 
reported 
last 
month, as compared with thirty-six 
in September, 1930. 
The present 
month is regarded as the last of 
the three months of the greatest 
incidence of this dLsease, and next 
month it is expected the number of 
cases will show a rapid decline. 
"Infantile paralysis is primarily a 
disease of childhood, although it is 
found occasionally in adults,” ac­ 
cording to a statement of the 
bureau of vital statistics. The age 
groups under IO years suffer the 
heaviest toll. 
One of 
the most 
serious aspects of poliomyelitis is its 
high fatality rate.

FARMERS TO GET BIG 
SUM FOR SWEET CORN 
Frederick.—Farmers of Frederick 
county will receive more than $150,- 
000 for their factory corn, on the 
basis of reports from the canning 
factories, which closed their season 
a month ago and are now balancing 
their accounts. 
Some of the factories pay off the 
first of November, some in Decem­ 
ber and others do not complete their 
payments until the first of the year. 
The figure is based on an estimated 
Frederick county acreage of 7,500 
acres at upwards of $20 per acre for 
corn used in the August packing 
season. The average yield per acre 
was put at one and three-quarter 
tons. 
Starting out with a bumper pea 
crop in June, the canning factories 
in Frederick and Carroll counties 
found a curtailed crop of beans the 
following month, due to blight and 
beetles. The crop in the Middletwn 
valley was especially affected, and 
the entire pack of this county was 
estimated at about 70 per cent of 
normal.

HITLER READY 
TO SEIZE POWER 


Declares Himself Willing To 
Lead Germany From 
Bruening Policies. 


Waiter Kills One 
Of Pair Of Bandits 


Hamburg. Germany, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—Adolf Hitler, leader of the Na­ 
tional socialists, declared 
war on 
Chancellor Bruenmg Sunday and let 
It be known he was willing to be 
Germany’s Mussolini. 
One of his lieutenants also de­ 
clared that Alfred Hugenberg’s Na­ 
tionalists, Franz Seldte’s steel hel­ 
mets and other nationalists organ­ 
izations were merely welcome in­ 
struments for seizing power legally, 
but would be thrown Into the dis­ 
card after fulfilling their temporary 
functions. 
Before the so-called United Na­ 
tionalist 
opposition 
convened 
in 
joint 
session 
Sunday 
afternoon, 
Hitler stole a march by inviting 
newspapermen to a meeting of Na­ 
tional socialist (Nazi) members of 
the federal and state parliaments. 
Reads Denunciations

WHERE IS SHYLOCK? 
(From The Literary Digest) 
Just like the Jews, we might say. 
For the Jews of America gave $56,200,870 to Jewish and non-Jewish 
philanthropies during the year which ended August 31. 
The amount, announced by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and pub­ 
lished in the New York Times, is based on fifty-nine individual gifts 
of $50,000 or more, given to various causes, and on funds raised by 
national Jewish organizations and their local units. 
The sum raised by national organizations for specifically Jewish 
charities totaled, we read, $30,335,000, and individual benefactions for 
Jewish and non-Jewish causes reached $25365,870, of which $20,497,120 
was contributed to those of non-Jewish character. 
Gifts specifically for Jewish philanthropies included one of $1,000,000 
and fourteen of $100,000 or more, while those for non-Jewish Included 
one of $10,000,000, five of $1,000,000, and fourteen of $100,000 or more. 
It is a record, says the New York Catholic News, of which any group 
in America may well be proud. “But it is no surprise to well-informed 
folk to hear of this amazing benevolence of our Jewish friends. They 
are always the most generous donors to charity, and their institutions 
are among the best conducted in the land.” 
In proportion to their numbers, this wholesale philanthropy of the 
Jews, believes the Boston Post, “constitutes a record in the noble art 
of giving,” and The Post wonders whether it is generally realized how 
much Jews give to charity.

PRIEST TELLS 
OF PLANE FLIGHT 


Airplane 
Sucked 
Toward 
Crater In Alaska, He 
Says In New York. 


New York, Oct. 13 ( A P).—A story 
of a perilous airplane journey over 
the Aniakchak volcano in the center 
of the Alaskan peninsula during its 
eruption last May was told Monday 
by Father Bernard R. Hubbard, Jesuit 
priest and head of the geology de­ 
partment of the University of Santa 
Clara, California. He arrived here 
from an Alaskan expedition. 
“The only way we escaped what 
appeared to be certain death,” he said, 
‘‘was by the pilot making a power 
dive and shooting downward slantwise 
outside the danger zone. 
“As we flew past Aniakchak crater, 
which was sending up billowing clouds 
of smoking gases, we could see only 
the base of the mountain, we began to 
notice very strong gas fumes when we 
were forty miles away. 
Plane Sucked Toward Crater 
“As we flew 2000 feet above the high­ 
est point of the rim, the fumes from 
the crater began to affect the engine. 
The plane refused to climb and began 
to lose air speed. 
“Our ship turned tail on us and was 
sucked toward the erupting area by 
the rush of cold air toward the volca­ 
no’s vents. 
"Henry Blunt, the pilot, and Al 
Mon sen dived straight downward and 
with the speed thus gained righted the 
ship and shot away from the crater. 
We came to a landing on Meshik 
Lake, fifteen miles from the rim.” 
Father Hubbard explained that the 
Aniakchak disturbance was the great­ 
est eruption of modern times. 
The 
volcano is the largest active crater in 
the world, he said, and is visited by 
few except scientists. During the May 
eruption, ashes were found on Bristol 
Bay, 200 miles away.

Trees, Says Physicist 


Washington (AP)—This tall tree 
talk has caused at least one expert 
to do a bit of researching. 
Harry D. Tiemann, a physicist of 
Uncle Sam’s forest products labora­ 
tory, says that the 
record 
height 
for trees appears to be held by the 
Douglas fir and "not the redwood as 
is commonly believed. 
A felled fir tree back in 1900 mea­ 
sured 380 feet by 
the steel 
tape 
route. Another in British Columbia 
was reported to have been 417 feet 
high. 
The tallest known redwood, 
Tiemann says, is still standing and 
is believed to reach between 359 
and 368 feet.
